Amend the bill by striking out the title and substituting the following:

‘An Act Regarding Liquor Licenses Issued
to Incorporated Civic Organizations’

Amend the bill by striking out everything after the enacting clause and before the summary and
inserting the following:

‘Sec. 1. 28-A MRSA §1071, sub-§6  is enacted to read:

6.  Server requirements.    An incorporated civic organization issued a license in accordance
with this section shall provide the names of those who will be serving alcoholic beverages at the
public event or gathering being sponsored. In the event that a server from that list is unavailable, a
licensed manufacturer, distributor, wholesaler, farm winery or small brewery that has provided alcoholic
beverages to be served at the event may provide serving assistance.’

 

SUMMARY

This amendment replaces the bill and allows for alcoholic beverage manufacturers that have
provided alcoholic beverages to be served at an event sponsored by an incorporated civic organization to
assist the organization with serving patrons if a server working for the organization becomes unavailable.
